more will not be sent overseas. 
The present figure is 75 points. 


"Actually the reduction to SO 


points, when it is announced will 
be more than what 
it 
sounds," 


Maj. Gen. Stephen r;. Henry, as- 
sistant chief of pei.sonncl, told the 
committee. 


"This will be true because at 


that time men will have been giv- 
en extra points under the recom- 
puted score from May 12 lo that 
date. 
*- 


"Accordingly, men overseas who 


jiow have approximately 72 points 
will be eligible for immediate dis- 
charge.

The new Russo-Chinese treaty 


of friendship is—on the face of 
it—one of the most constructive 
pacts of the entire World war pe- 
riod. 


Of course the proof of the pud- 


ding is in the eating, but the 30- 
year agreement, if carried out in 
Ihe fullness of its promise, would 
go far towards guaranteeing peace 
between Asiatic nations for the 
coming 
generation. 
And 
that 


would do much to ensure global 
tranquilily. 


This in itself would be an in- 


estimable boon to humanity, but 
Uio jlLct i.-,-r:r,j !.T strike much 
deeper lhan that. 
We have here 


a gesture by Moscow which ap- 
pears calculated lo dispel suspi- 
cions held by Ihe other allies re- 
garding Russia's ambitions, nol 
only in Asia but m Europe. 


Those suspicions certainly ex- 


ist, but they cut both ways. Jor 
the 
soviet 
union also has her 


doubts about the attitude, of her 
allies in some particulars. 
This 


mutual 
dislrusl has conslittited 


one of the greatesl Ihrcals lo cnn- 
linucd unity among America, Brit- 
ain 
and Russia—the Big Three 


upon whom the rest of the world 
depends to maintain peace. With- 
out that unity no security organ- 
ization can be made to work. 


The close of the war is resulting 


in a realignment of spheres of 
influence 
among 
the 
European 


jiowers, tor whether we like il or 
not- and a lot of folk don't like 
it - those spheres of influence are 
there. 
Russia's emergence as the 


great po«ver of the eastern hemis- 
phere—both Kurope and Asia—has 
upset the political apple-cart. The 
Muscovites have bt-en extending 
their influence into zones which 
formerly were under the sway of

Depends Heavily Upon 


Industrial 
Changes 


For Position 


Washington— (AP) —Like in- 


dustry, agriculture faces a diffi- 
cull reconversion job. 


But that job is far different 


from the one facing industry. The 
latter must find ways of expand- 
ing quickly the output of peace- 
time goods so groatly in demand. 


Agricullure, on the other hand, 


must find ways of dealing with a 
productive 
capacity 
capable of 


flooding the market. 
This could 


have explosive effect,^ upon the 
nation's economy. 


With the aid of ever-developing 


technological processes, wartim" 
agriculture increased production 
35 per cent'above pre-war levels. 
It did this in the lace of the 
smallest manpower in 40 years 
and a shortage oi labor-saving 
machinery. 


Good Machines, A\ailable 


Peace is expected to return a 


million or so war veterans and dis- 
placed war plant workers to the 
land. It also will make available 
an unlimited supply of the latest 
type farm machinery. 
Thus, with 


more manpower and machinery. 
agricullure's productive capacity 
will be increased even further. 


Agriculture's problem therefore 


is two-fold: It either must find 
markets for this expanded output 
or put the brakes on production. 
The alternative likely would be 
another 
agricultural 
depression 


marked oy unmarketable surplus- 
es, low farm prices and income, 
with resulting repercussions on in- 
dustrial production and employ- 
ment. 


With military demaivis lor tood 


expected to be cut m half during 
the next 12 months, Secretary of 
Agriculture Anderson, who 10 days 
ago was tackling the problem of 
shortages, now faces the prospect 
of surpluses in some items before 
the year is out. 


May Cut Food Output 


Unless industry masters ils re- 


conversion problem quickly to at- 
tain a high level of peace-time 
employment, Anderson may find 
it necessary to call upon 1 armors 
to cut down on some crops next 
year. 
Governmental predictions 


of an unemployment roll of 8,000- 
000 by spring cannot help having 
an adverse eftect upon the total 
demand for food and other farm 
products. 


Agriculture's 
immediate recon- 


version problem will be influenc- 
ed greatly by two factors1 1. The 
extent of food shipments to Eu- 
rope next fall and wmlur and 2. 
The effect availability of non-food 
goods will have on consumer food 
buying habits. 


Anderson expressed conlidence 


in a radio adilres.; that other 
means will be found tor financing 
food exports to Euiope now that 
lend-lease has ended. 
Another 


factor in connection with ship- 
ments abroad, however, is that the 
Umled Nations 
Rcliet and Re- 


habilitation Administration lacks 
sufficient funds thus far to buy 
vast quantities ot food. 


Food Demand 3!:iy Slacken 
Some farm leaders expect the 


domestic demand for food, which 
rose to record levels during the 
war, to decline considerably as 
automobiles, radios, etc., become 


available in large numbers. They 
say food demand went up during 
the war 
largely 
because other 


goods were not available. 


Agriculture has some protection 


against an undue break in prices. 
| The government is committed to 
support prices of most commodi- 
ties at not less than 90 per cent 
of parity for two years after the 
war. 
Parity prices are officially 


defined as those equally fair to 
producers and consumers. 


A 90-per-cent-parity price level

Digest of the News for 
Poultry Raisers 


A Weekly Letter 
by frank Pneot 


Now that the war is over every- 


one is wondering what is going to 
l}appen to the market for poultry 
and eggs. 


During the war .the emphasis 


was on -gg production. We had to 
produce enough eggs to supply our 
Armed Forces and our Allies, as 
well as an increased demand from 
the civiliar trade. 


Now lend-lease has been discon- 


tinued. Army needs are decreasing. 
And, as more meat becomes avail- 
able, people here at home won't 
be eating as many eggs as they 
have been. 


When poultry raisers, particu- 


larly in the East, began selling; en- 
tire laying flocks for meat, it was 
feared that we might have a ser- 
ious egg shortage this winter. But 
now that the war is over, there is 
no question but that we will have 
plenty of eggs this fall. 


Buyers are now insisting on get- 


ting what they pay for and will 
no longer shut their eyes and pay 
top prices for anything in a shell, 
but if you have good eggs to sell 
this fall, you'll get a good price 
for them. 
/ 


Poultry should bring close to 


ceiling1 prices all fall. 


Profit Will Be in Quality 


It's a little early to know what 


the prospects will be next season, 
though there is no doubt that we 
must expect lower values. 


That will not necessarily mean 


a smaller margin of profit, how- 
ever. 


It is encouraging to know that 


we have a Secretary of Agricul- 
ture who believes is abundant pro- 
duction, who believes in the gov- 
ernment's making good on its 
word, and who is obligated by law 
—you remember—to support the 
prices of certain farm products, 
including poultry and eggs, for 
two years after the war. 


If we take advantage of the op- 


portunity this gives us to adjust 
our production to peacetime re- 
quirements, there should be no 
ruinous collapse of our markets. 


Unquestionably, total production 


will hai'e to be reduced from the 
wartime levels. But if we produce 
the quality of poultry and eggs 
people want and if we merchandise 
our products, we should be able to 
maintain the demand *ar above the 
pro-war level. 


There are two things we should 


ke.pp in mind constantly: That 
profit from now on will be in pro- 
ducing quality poultry and eggs. 
And the emphasis will swing- to 
the production of chicken for meat 
purposes.
